Through It all Washington, as com- 


mnnder-ln-chlef, as soldier, and us nn 
individual sufferer with his men. was 
tho colossal llguro that emphasizes 
this supremo test of patriotism. 


Defeat at Gcrmantown on Oct. 3, 


1777, had sent Washington In retreat. 
Fort Mlflllu and Fort Mercer In quick 
succession had been abandoned by tho 
continental 
army. 
At Whltemarsh 


Washington had mndo a stand so un- 
expected and determined ns to cuuso 
tho HrltlKh general. Howe, to return 
to his comfortable winter quarters li 
Philadelphia. There, on Dec. 11, Gen 
Washington, with his suffering iirm> 
of 17.000 men, took up tho wear} 
march to Valley Torse, a sleepy do 
presslon In tho hllla. 22 miles from 
Philadelphia. 
On ono sldo was tht 


Schuylklll river and on tho north was 
Valley creek. 


Snow lay deep on tho ground when 


on Dec. 10, tho patriot army reached 
tho slto of tho winter camp. 
Tents 


•were stretched for as many as could 
bo housed, hundreds slept in tho snow, 
already reddened by their blooding 
bnro feet. At onco Gen. Washington 
directed that work begin on log huts, 
previously designed. To do this, men 
wcro divided Into squads of 12, fur- 
nished with rudo tools, and directed 
to build huts largo enough to houso 
each squad. 
According to spcclllca 


tlons these huts wero 14 by 1C feet, 
•with sides, ends nnd roofs mado of 
logs. 
Tho roofs woro mado ivator 


tight with bark, split slabs, or other 
material. 
Tho cracks In tho sides 


were filled with clay. In tho rear of 
each hut was a fireplace made of 
wood, protected by clay. 
Tho door 


was In tho end next to tho camp 
street nnd was raado of oak slabs. 


In tho rear of each lino of huts for 


troops wcro tho huts for olllccrs. Each 
general ofllcer got a hut to himself; 
each field officer of a regiment got 
ono: tbo staff of each brigade shared 
another: tho staff of each regiment 
was assigned one: commissioned olll- 
cors for two regiments had one, whllo 
for tho non-commlssloncd olllcors and 
men of tho army 12 persons wero al- 
lotcd to each hut. 


Tho winter of 1777-78 was remark- 


ablo for Its severity 
nnd Its deep 


snows, and when work was begun at 
making camp, nearly 3,000 men wcro 
unfit for duty. 
British sympathizers 


populated tho surrounding country and 
food and bedding wcro hard to got, 
oven when tho soldiers had tho do- 


name of providence can I do with a 
lit of sickness 'In this place, where 
nothing appears pleasant to tho slck< 
cned 
and nauseating stomach? 


Hut I doubt not providence will llnd 
n way for my relief, only I cannot eat 
bcct if I starve; for my stomach 
lively refuses Hitch company, nnd how 
can I help that?" 


Next day ho Is worse, and In a worso 


mood ho scribbles: 


"Dec. 12.—Sunset. Wo aro ordered 


to march over tho river. 
It snows— 


I'm sick—eat nothing—no whisky—no 
baggage—Lord—Lord—Lord!" 


Twelve days later ho begins with 


a trlbuto to tho endurance nnd pa- 
tience of tho soldiery, followed with 
loud pretestings for himself nnd his 
condition, and winds up his memo- 
randa by taking It all back: 


"Dec. 24.—Prisoners und deserters 


aro continually coming In. Tho army, 
who havo boon surprisingly healthy 
hitherto, havo now begun to grow 
sickly 
from 
tho continued fntlguos 


they havo suffered In this campaign 
Yet they still show spirit nnd alacrity 
and contentment not to bo expected 
from so young troops. 
Why aro wo 


sent hero to starve nnd frcezo? What 
sweet facilities havo I left at homo— 
a charming wife, pretty children, good 
beds, good food, j.ood cooking—all 
agrcnnblc—all harmonious. 
Hero all 


confusion—cold, smoke, hunger, and 
fllthlncsa. Hero conies n bowl of soup 
—full of burnt leaves nnd dirt. Away 
with It, boys—I'll llvo like a chameleon 
upon air!

nnd cold with a song In his mouth, 
extolling war nnd Washington. 


Hut hearken, Patience, a moment. 


Thcro comes a soldier. Ills bare feet 
aro seen through his worn-out shoos; 
his legs nearly naked from the tat- 
tered remains of nn only pair of stock- 
Ings—his shirt hanging In strings- 
Ills hair disheveled—his face meager 
—his whole nppearanco picturing a 
person forsaken and discouraged. Ho 
comes nnd cries with an air of wretch- 
odneBs: 'I nm sick—my foot lame—my 
legs nro sore—my clothes worn out— 
my constitution broken—I fall fast—I 
shall soon bo no moro! 
And all tho 


reward I shall get will bo: 
Poor 


Will Is no moro.'"

This change may be made 
by sending a bill to our Senator or 
Assembly man. If the people wish It, 
there should be action at once to get 
the bill passed at this legislature.

particularly de- 


pressing effect 
upon everyone con- 


nected with tho trial. Tho prisoner 
seemed to feel tho matter quite keen- 
ly when ho was brought Into court In 
the afternoon to hear tho formal an- 
nouncement of tho order for n post- 
ponement of his further hearing. The 
fact that the Thaw Jurors have been 
kept In close confinement since they 
were selected for Jury service and 
that Mr. Bolton had been allowed to 
visit his homo only three times during 
his wife's fatal Illness, lent a pathetic 
aspect to tho case, and tho greatest 
sympathy was felt on all sides. 


During tho brief morning session, 


when Mr. Ilolton had taken his place 
In tho box, Thaw fixed tho Juror with 
his gazo.as ho entered.. It was not a 
stare of curiosity or concern us to his 
own welfare that the defendant turned 
upon the Juryman, but there seemed 
rather to bo a light of sympathy In 
the eyes of the man accused of tho 
murder of Stanford White. 


Dr. Evans IB Recalled, 


Dr. Britten D. Evans, superintend- 


ent of tho New Jersey state hospital 
for the Insane, was recalled as an 
alienist to continue his direct exam- 
ination. 
Tho witness was asked to 


detail tho conversations he had had 
on various occasions with Thaw In 
tho Tombs. Ho hud already declared 


p. in. there hud been a conference of 
the attorneys with Justice Fitzgerald 
and tho agreement had been reached 
to release tho remaining jurors from 
further confinement. 
In taking this 


action Justice Fitzgerald took pains 
to state that the rule keeping them 
together had not been adopted upon 
the separate recommendation of either 
side, hut was the result of an agree- 
ment based upon reasons which ap- 
peared excellent alike to the Interests 
of the defendant and of tho people. 
There was Intended not the slightest 
reflection upon the Jury In any way. 
It'would have been well, Justice Fitz- 
gerald remarked, If 
tho 
rule could 


have been adhered to until tho close 
of tho trial, but the sad occurrence 
hud brought about a condition which 
must bo confronted. It would be 
manifestly unfair, the court said, to 
keep the Jurors from their homes dur- 
ing the delay. 


In announcing tho adjournment un- 


til Monday Justice 
Fitzgerald 
ex- 


pressed the "hope" that tho trial 
might then proceed. It Is realized, 
however, that this will depend large- 
ly upon the condition In which Juror" 
Uolton may be at that time. 
If ho 


fools that he can put aside all per- 
sonal considerations and continue to 
act as a juror, the trial will be re- 
sumod. 
If he feels that his condi- 


tion of mind Is such, or that his per- 
sonal affairs ore such as to prevent 
his giving his whole attention to tho 
case during the remaining days of tho 


trial, some other solution of tho dif- 
ficulty must he looked for. 


Mn. Holman Wants to Testify. 
; 


Now York.—Tho report Is again cur- 


ront that Mrs. Charles J. Holman, 
mother of Evelyn Nesblt Thaw, will 
be called as a witness for tho state. 
It IB stated that Mrs. Holman, slnco 
tho revelations made by young Mrs. 
Thaw, has expressed a deslro to bo 
called ns a witness, and sho Is said 
to have told a representative of Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome that she wished 
to deny certain portions of her daugh- 
ter's testimony. 


Fears of a Mistrial. 


New 
York. — Tho 
Thaw 
trial 


Wednesday was limited to an after- 
noon session of less than two hours* 
duration, tho morning sitting of court 
having been abandoned because of tho 
Illness of tho wife of one of tho Jurors 
—Joseph II. Holton. Mr. Ilolton wns 
allowed to visit his home In company 
with two other Jurors and two court 
officers. 
He found his wlfo suffering 


from double pneumonia, and two phy- 
sicians certified to District Attorney 
Jeromo that her condition was very 
serious. 


liolton returned to tho Jury panel In 


time for tho afternoon session, which 
began at 2:10 p. m., and adjourned at 
4:0.r. o'clock. There was a stipulation 
of counsel by which the Juror might 
nsaln visit his house, accompanied by 
b;i!lirff), Wednesday night. 


It was hoped that tho trial will go 


on Thursday, although Juror Ilolton 
In the afternoon appeared distrait, ap- 
parently Inking little Interest In tho 
proceedings. If 
Mrs. Holton's condi- 


tion should continue so critical that 
her husband cannot be expected 
to 


give proper consideration to his duties 
as a juror, there may be an Indefinite' 
postponement—all tho other Jurors 
meanwhile remaining locked up—or, 
poHtdhly a mistrial. 


Dr. Evans on Stand Again. 


Dr. Hrltton D. Evans, superintend- 


ent of the state hospital for tho Insane 
at Morris Plains, N. J., was tho only 
witness of the afternoon. He conclud- 
ed his direct examination and District 
Attorney Jerome reserved tho right to 
cross-question the expert at a later 
stage of tho trial. 


Dr. John T. Deomar, of ICIttannlng, 


Pa., was recalled to tho stand Just be- 
fore adjournment and asked to stato 
what ho knew of tho mental condition 
uf John HoflH, a first cousin of Harry 
Thaw. Mr. Jeromo objected 
to the 


question on the ground that the rela- 
tionship was too remote to permit tho 
drawing of deductions as to hereditary 
Insanity. 
Hoth question and witness 


were withdrawn temporarily. 


Depression In Thaw's Head, 


Dr. Kvnns detailed the results of his 


various examinations 
and 
physical 


tests In his visits to the defendant fol- 
lowing the tragedy. 
Me declared that' 


there was a depression In tho back of 
Thaw's head of a most unusual char- 
acter, 


"1 am unable to state Its signifi- 


cance," declared the witness, "for the 
reason that I never saw anything like 
It before." 


Dr. Evnns also stated that Thaw's 


pulse action was the most extraordin- 
ary he had over encountered. Tho 
pulse would change beats four times 
within one minute, the variance being 
from 1-' to 24 beats. Tho pulse Indi- 
cated, he said, that tho sympathetic 
nervous system 
was seriously 
at 


fault. Dr. Evans declared finally that 
he found no traces of drug habits nor 
any of tho tremors characteristic of 
excessive Indulgence In Intoxicants. 


The witness took occasion to say 


that he felt It was extremely unfair 
to him us a physician to require him 
to separate his physical examinations 
of the defendant from the questions 
and answers ns to his mental pro- 
cesses, lie was Interrupted by both 
Mr. Jeromo and Mr. Delmns. and JusJ 
tlco Fitzgerald said: 


"Will you kindly confine yourself to 


answering questions and not giving 
expressions of opinion. Thero Is some 
limitation even to the provlnqo of an 
expert." 


Texas Papers Are Warned.

nauseating testimony of a 


witness 1» tho Thaw case, now being 
tried In New York city, in my opinion, 
IK superlative obscenity within 
tho 


statute above mentioned, and federal 
courts have so repeatedly hold. Tho 
reproduction of further testimony giv- 
ing rise to Hbcrtlnous thought and 
forwarded through tho United States 
malls In this district wll) bo made the 
basis for presentments to tho next 
federal grand Jury convened In this 
district.

As 
a result of experiments conducted sov 
oral months ago by tho engineering 
department of tho university It was 
found that tho gas contained about 
20 per cent of hydrogen and while tho 
stato law provides for 1C candle-power 
lights the company furnished only 
nine and one-half candle light.

Bay opposed tho motion and It failed. 


Fiscal Head for University. 


Plans nro being discussed among 


members of the legislature which may 
ultimately result In a change In tho. 
management of tho fiscal affairs of tho 
University of Wisconsin, many believ- 
ing that tho present system, that of a 
perfunctory control exercised by a 
board of regents, Is Inadequate and In- 
elllclont, both to tho Institution and as 
subserving tho best Interests of tho 
stato. The plan most In favor Is to se- 
gregate the Instructional or purely ed- 
ucational side of tho university from 
the business or administrative side and 
as much as possible relieve tho presi- 
dent from burdens constantly Increas- 
ing, of a purely business character. 


Up to this time there has been more 


desultory talk about university affairs 
than Is usually to be found thus early 
In the session. 
Members state that 


there Is need of a practical plan which 
will take from the president tho no- 
cesslty of llnanclal responsibility and 
place Its business management In the 
hands of a paid board or commission, 
the duty of which shall bo to run the 
business affairs of the university. This 
plan, as claimed by the promoters, 
will place the president In a position 
where ho can devote all his time and 
attention to educational matters. 


No Saloons Near Varsity. 


One of the bills Introduced Is

signed to create a furor" 111 tho capi- 
tal city, for If Senator Stoudall has his 
way there will bo no saloons within a 
rudtus of half a tulle of tho university. 
The bill Is backed by local sentiment 
and will bo strongly supported, 
An- 


other excise bill of Importance to the 
stato at large, and of especial Impor- 
tance to the city of Milwaukee Is the 
one Introduced by 
Senator 
Barker. 


This measure proposes to Increase t,ho 
license fees for saloons In all towns, 
villager and cities of 5,000 Inhabitants 
and less to $.".00 and In all other cities 
to Jl.liOU. 


Many Bills Introduced.

It 
Is estimated that there arc about 100 
more In the legislative reference bu- 
reau, which under a resolution adopt-

was only »'.,"S. Tho record this session 
breaks that of any previous session. 
The only way bills can bo gotten be- 
fore the legislature from now on will 
be through one of tho standing com- 
mittees.

of chief clerk In Secretary Frear's of- 
fice, the- civil service commission Is 
gotiiK ahead In uu attempt to till what 
It deems n vacancy. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the work of the place Is 
being done by L. 11. N'nglcr of Hudson, 
under the ruling of the commission, 
Naglor Is not an appointee, so a com- 
petitive examination for the position 
has been scheduled for March 2, to 
which applicants from all over the 
state can compete If they so desire. 


Total of Bills la 1,500. 


At the close of tho sessions Feb. D, 


counting the bills already Introduced 
and those In tho hands of the revision 
committee, tho senate record Is about 
500 measures and tho assembly about 
1,000.

ther heed to any allegations whatever

glvo tho free use of his invention to 
tho government, If tho government as 
an organization desires to use his pat- 
ent. 
If it does not—and they usually 


see to It that It docs not—the Inventor 
Is held to be at liberty to soil his In- 
vention to a firm or corporation which 
will use It and compel tho government 
to pay royalties. 


That Is tho exact condition with re- 


Bpect to tho smokeless powder used 
by tho navy. The patent Is owned by 
a naval officer. Tho navy department 
has tho right to use tho patent, but It 
refuses to do so. So the officer has 
transferred tho patent to tho powder 
trust, which exacts 70 cents a pound 
for 
powder which reliable powder
